About two-fifths of the city had been 
cleared, and it had taken 125 years to do i‘, 
Pompeii'was the ouly place where you could 
see how the people lived so long ago. There 
were thousands of} rooms there in their 
primitive condition. He had, through 
Minister Noyes, at Paris, been furnished 
with letters which gave him unusual facil- 
ities for prosecuting his researches, and the 
Superintendeat of Excayators there had 
given him opportunities of exploring sey- 
eral rooms, furnishing the workmen to
